On Saturday after- 
noons the pool—which is a very big one 
—is crowded, so much so that bathers 
have to wait their turng for vacant 
dressing rooms. 

London is perhaps unique in providing 
its innabitants with fine swimming 
pools in various parts of the metropolis. 
Some of these are splendidly fitted up 
and have been bullt at great cost. The 
swimming poolg themselves are beauti- 
fully tilted basins, graded so that the 
water is from three to seven feet 1 
depth. Some of these public baths are 
120 feet long by 30 to 40 feet wide. 
The paths are fitted out with every ap- 
pliance that the heart of the swimmer or 
diver could desire. At the swimming 
“galas,” held usually once a montn at the 
baths, exciting games of water polo and 
Other sports are held. Frequently mock 
minstrels—composed of good swimmers— 
dress up in fancy costume and afford 
endless fun to spectators by throwing 
each other into the water and generally 
indulging in water “horse play.’’ Bach 
London bath is provided iwith a gallery 
from which spectators may watch the 
fun. 

The popularity of the London baths 
may be judged from the fact taat al- 
though the Quilding of these baths cost 
a great deal ‘of money, all of them have 
paid for themselves. The revenue of the 
London baths is not obtained wholly from 
the swimmers who patronize tne pools, 
however; a considerable portion of it 
comes from the hot baths waich are also 
provided.

I refer to the Cape to Cairo line as a 
Steam route, including in that term trans- 
portation by boat and cars. There will 
Mever be one continuous iron track north 
@nd south across tnis eontinent. The 
traffic will not warrant it, and besides 
there are deep waterways which ean be 
used to save almost one-third of the con- 
Struction. The longest stretch of rail 
Will be from Cape Town north to Lake 
Tanganyika. his is just about as far as 
from New. York to the Great Salt Lake. 
and it comprises almost one-half of the 
route from the Cape of Good Hoke to 
the Mediterranean sea. 

lake Tanganyika !s a narrow trough in 
the mountains running almosi north and 
south for a distance of 400 miles. It igs 
right along tne survey of the trunk line, 
and the cars can be run onto steamboats 
eand ferried across it. 

From the upper end of Tanganyika to 
Kharitum only 410 miles of railway are 
needed. The distance between the two 
points igs 1,670 miles, but 1,260 miles of 
it can be made by water. From Khar- 
tum the steamboats on the Nile are 4l- 
ready running for more than !,000 miles, 
and with 100 miles more railroad, pas- 
sengers can reach Lake Albert. It is 
but a short stretch from there to Lake 
Albert Edward and Lake Kivu, so you 
see the Cape to Cairo system its ap- 
proaching completion. The roads yet to 
be tuilt are not as long as from Paila 
delphia to Chicago, and more than one- 
half of the work will be finished when 
this line has reached Tanganyika. 


Rhodesian Railways. 


For the past month or more I have 
been traveling over the railroads of 
Rhodesia. Those already constructed 
measure something like 2,500 miles, 
and they have all been built within 
the iast fifteen years. They were laid 
out by Cecil Rhodes, but he died be- 
fore they had reached the Zambesi, 
and the greater part of his traveling 
through the country was done in ox 
wagons. The roads are well Duilt and 
traveling over them is comfortable. 
The gauge is One meter, or three feet 
six inches. The rails are comparative- 
ly light, most of them being from forty 
pounds to sixty pounds per yard.

With Victoria Falls, 
cars may be brought northward to 
Broken Hill. I came on the ordinary 
train and had a first class compartment 
all the wavy IT had to carry my own 
food and bedding, however. The travel 
through the wilds is light and the road 
has not been completed long enough to 
make the demand for comfort warrant 
the expense of furnishing them. It takes 
two nights to make the trip to this 
point, and a few thick blankets enable 
one to. sleep well on the ordinary 
cushions of the car. I have rolled up 
my overcoat and used it for a pillow, 
and notwithstanding the joiting, have 
siept like a top. 

The eating is a more difficult matter, 
I had a tin cracker box filled with such 
things as canned tongue and ham, with 
several varieties of pickles, which serve 
as a relish and aid in -cutting§ the 
grease. T started out with some canned 
butter, but I will say nothing about 
that: it was amply strong enough to 
speak for itself. I had also some jam, 
made in London, which I spread on top 
of my ham sandwiches. and that took 
its place. As to bread, I carried three 
loaves with me from Victoria Falls 
hotel, and I will get another supply 
when I go back.

T have had excellent tea, 
brewed with hot water from the loco- 
motive. At meal times the biack boy 
who is !, charge of the car brought 
me a kettle and I made niy tea with 
tei pills. I wonder if you have ever 
heard of the little tabloids of com- 
pressed tea, invented by Burroughs, 
Weicome & Co., of London. They are 
as big around as the end of your lit- 
tle finger and One wiil make a ull cup.

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for their building material. They start 
their huts by making a framework of 
sticks which they weave in and ont 
mueh like a basket. Over this they 
spread the wet clay from the white 
ant hills, using it as a plaster. After 
a time the walls become as solid as 
stone, and they form a perfect pro- 
tection from the weather. Ip some 
places the huts are composed entirely 
of this material and in others they end 
in cones of thatch. Many of the pio- 
neers of Rhodesia live in huts of this 
character, and there is a mission 
church here which its plastered with 
red clay from the abandoned homes of 
the white ants. The church is floored 
with such clay, but its overhanging 
roof {fs of galvanized iron. It was put 
up by the Rev. John M. Springer, who 
for a long time was the head of the 
Methodist Episcopal missions at Um- 
tali. Mr. Springer stopped at Broken 
Hill on a trip across Africa and built 
this church during his stay. 
The Station Farthest North. 


But suppose we take a look at Broken 
Hill, the present terminus of the Cape 
to Cairo railroad. It is the South 
African station farthest north, and is 
in the very heart of the black conti- 
nent. It lies 380 miles above the Zam- 
besi river, and more than 100 mileg 
from the Kafue river, which igs one of 
the Zambesi's mighty branches. The 
land here is high and healthy. It is a 
great plain lying farther above the 
sea than the average altitude of the 
tops of the Allegheny mountains. The: 
plain is covered with grass which 
reaches far above one’s head, and !s 
spotted with patches of forest and 
clumps of brush. The woods are not 
dense nor are the trees large, but they 
are the haunts of many wild animals. 
The country seems rich, and {ft will 
some day be taken up by farmers and 
stock raisers. 

Broken Hill itself is a mining town, 
supported by the severa] hills of zine 
and lead, which I shall describe later 
on. It consists of two settlements, 
one of which is devoted to the white 
officers and overseers who manage the 
mines and to the native workmen who 
live in a Kraal nearby, and the other of 
the hotel and stores and the homes of 
those who have business outside the 
mines. There are no saloons in elther 
settlement, and the selling of liquor is 
contrary to law. 

I wish I could show you the hotel of 
Broken @®) 1. Tt is a collection of 
thatched huts made of red clay from 
the homes of the white ants. The 
largest hut 1s the dining room, and 
mear it is the kitchen bullt so far away 
that no smell can offend. Every guest 
has his own individual hut as a bed- 
room. The bedroom huts are also made 
of red clay with grass roofs. All have 
holes in tthe walls for windows and 
mosquito nets take the place of glass. 
The dining room its about 20 feet 
square, and the waiters are half naked 
negroes ,who trot about in their bare 
feet. a 
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A Bad Place for Babies. 


This hotel {s aimost in the jungle. 
The places between the huts are clear. 
but the grass behind is as high as your 
head, and {t would be easily possible 
for a leopard or a lion to crawl up 
and sneak out a baby. Indeed, the 
mothers watch their children carefy}- 
ly, and the litttle ones never play. out 
of doors after dark. 

And are there white children away 
up here in the heart of Africa? Yes,

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Hiding Money. 
(From The Chicago News.) 
Although there are now. excellent 
savings banks in Cuba for generations 
the people have been accustomed to 


secrete their cash. A traveler tells uf 
one hiding place in a bird house in a 
tree. The Cuban's residence dha been 
looted a number of times during va- 
rious revolutions, but the raiders had 
never suspected the bird house in the 
tree. After the death of the head of 
the family the valuables were removed 
by the children and placed in the Ha- 
vana bank. In another case the wall 
of a building was chosen. A man with 
considerable patience hollowed out one 
of the stones in this wall. Five days 
were consumed in cnipping out the 
hollow.

Mystery of the Tides, 


(From Scottish Nights.) 

The tides, those mysterious pilsations 
of the sea, have heen the theme of 
curlous speculation ever since man be- 
gan to ask the reason of what he saw 
around him. Many sages and clever 
brains in the ages of the past tried 
to explain away the periodical ebb and 
flow of the ocean, and many plausible if 
erroneous ideas were seized upon and 
used to solve the problem, and some 
of the curious notions of these old 
world philosophers are worthy of in- 
terest. 

Aristotle, who tried to find a logical 
reason for everything in nature 
thought that tides were caused by the 
sun, Which moves and whistles fthe 
winds about-se that they fall with great 
violence on the Atlantic, the only great 
ocean known to the Greeks, which thus 
swells and causes the tide. Plato ac- 
counted for them as being caused by an 
animal living in a ‘cavern, which, by 
means of a huge orifice, created the 
ebb and flow. .The ancient Arabs be- 
lieved that tides were caused by the 
moon heating the waters and causing 
them to swell, while others averred 
that they were caused by the alternate 
decompoaition of the sea by the air and 
of the air by the sea, thus causing an 
ebb and flow. <A writer as late as the 
thirteenth century coolly remarks that 
tides are caused’ by the efforts of the 
earth to breathe, 

Saintly St. Jerome explained the mys- 
tery by means of caves, and Bede 
stated that the ebb and flow were 
caused by an enormous serpent, whc 
Swallows and vomits the water. An- 
other old sage thought that they were 
caused by the melting of the ice at the 
poles. In Russia, dwellers by the sea 
shore popularly believe that the tides 
are governed by the water king's 
daughter. 
The Shetlanders used to belleve that 
periodical tides were caused Dy a mon- 
ster living in the gea, or, to quote from 
an old Shetland worthy, ‘“‘a monstrous 
sea serpent that took six hours to draw 
in his breath and about six to let it 
out again.’’ The Chinese belleve that 
supernatural beings, weird and wonder- 
ful, cause the tides, while the Malays 


- aver that they are caused by the move- 


ments of a huge crab. Some of these 
old thinkers have been very near the 
solution of the problem, while some om 
their crude notions are only fantastic.

“It wag in 1903 that some of us de- 
cided that a monarchy was what our 
country wanted. So, in a quiet way| 
we began pushing our ideag till today, 
with a total following of nearly 3,000,- 
000 people, spread all over the States, 
we feel the time is ripe to go ahead. 

‘Seven of us came over in the Lust- 
tania on June 28. My colleagues are 
now in different countries on the con- 
tinent, and I am trying to organize 
British opinion. 

“It is naturally Impossible to say 
what steps I am taking to secure the 
sympathy of King Edward but that is 
what I am aiming at, 

“Now you want to know about Helen, 
of New York Well, we thought it 
would rouse less antagonism if we set 
@ woman on the throne, so this lady 
was selected. I may not give you her 
full name, as publicity would be pre- 
mature, but I may say she is a hand- 
some, intellectual, young, single wom- 
an, of queenly bearing. As regards 
her marriage, which will be necessary 
to secure an heir to the throne, that 
will be left to her; but, of course, we 
would rather she married a European 
prince than an American _atreet- 
sweeper.

Poison 


Importance of Diagnosis, and 
Value of Honest, Conscientious 
Advice and. Treatment

I have had something.to say under another reading of the value 
of diagnosis in general, and nowhere does it more aptly apply than 
in the consideration of this terrible disease.

cumstances. 
Slowly, with infinite labor, against many obstacles, not the least of which 


was the first quick, sensitive pride of the mountain people themselves, this 
practica] crusade has attained pretentious and surprising proportions. From 
the single tumble-down cabin, the schoo! has evolved into a well-kept insti- 
tute with twelve buildings, the regular session of which opened three days 
ago. Agriculture and many of the fundamental trades and crafts form its 
curriculum. Approximately 150 boys, recruited mainly from the whites of 
the mountainous section, are there qualifying for productive work in the 


world. ‘The school is full and there are applications from a hundred boys who 


cannot be accommodated. | 
And here is the spirit of Miss Berry's crusade, as contained in a letter to 


her from a young lad too poor to pursue the ordinary routine of education, 


but with an almost tragic desire for its benefits: 2. 

, De Miss Berrv: The longer I stay away the more I thin 0 your 
wa enol Gee went to get back, and more 80 as marina Says she can t nn 
to sen. me to other schools, because there is no other where a boy can wore 
his way. If you will give me a place to work, she says I can work for my 
board till there is a chance for me to get in school. I know Mr. Adams (the 
superintendent) will let me in if you say 80, and I know you have pity on 
poor boys who want an education, and I promise to do my level best if you 
wi'l give me the chance, so you can be proud of me some day, and I pray for 
one more chance. It is so hard for me to stay here and study or work by 
myself and I will have to if you don’t take me, as all the older boys are 
gcing off. I hope you have had a happy vacation. I Know you are always 
happy. lam as ever, your true school member, 


Realizing his own limitations, anxious to overcome them, asking only 
for the opportunity to work, and work hard, in exchange for the privilege of 
education. 

And there are other thousands with his earnestness and his helplessness 
in Georgia, literally praying for admission to institutions which, Hke the 
Berry schoo! provide the poor boy of Georgia with means for supporting him- 
self while acquiring an education and the chance to build himself into a pro- 
gressive member of society. 

If the state itself is too poverty-stricken to expand its system to reach 
their peculiar needs, is there not here presented an unrivaled opportunity 
for the private philanthropist to enlist in a twentieth century crusade of 
such eminent practicability?

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FACTS WORTH REMEMBERING. 


When strong pressure was being brought to bear upon the last session 
of congress to pass the measure providing for an Appalachian forest reserva- 
tion. the more wide-awake papers of the country directed attention to the 
spring freshets that were ravaging the Mississippi valley as practical dem- 
onstration of the penalties of deforestation. 

Under the gently guiding hand of Uncle Joe Cannon, however, the bill 
was shunted from committee to committee, and finally lost in the legislative 
mazes reserved for the suppression of measures not meeting the approval of 
the all-powerful republican clique in the lower house. 

The floods now taking their toll of industry in the Carolinas, in Georgia 
and in other sections of the south are aggravated in extent and violence by 
the gradual decimation of the forests along the lower Appalachian chain. 
Wooded mountain slopes are recognized by science as the only proved regu- 
lators of rainfall. Minus their intervention, or given its benefit in partial de- 
gree only because of widespread destruction of timber, the inevitable conse 
quence is seen in the torrential floods which have partially paralyzed indus- 
try in one of the richest portions of the south. 

If no systematic effort is made to check the rapid thinning of the forest 
lands of the Appalachians, there is no guarantee that similar visitations in 
the future will not multiply the losses of the present in appalling ratio. 

These are facts worth remembering by congressmen with an ambition to 


discharge their highest duty to their constituents.

Has the player himself risen any 
nearer the top strata of human society 
along with the umpire, or has the um- 
pire’s rise only served to push the 
player down? There is no room for 
argument here. Aljl know that the ball 
player, as long as he personally con- 
duct himself with decorum, is every- 
where regarded and accepted as a most 
useful and highly respectable member 
of society. He has raised his own s0- 
cial position in the world by his good 
behavior. We don’t have any more ex- 
hibitions of rowdyism on the diamond, 
such as were common as late as five 
years ago, and in some places still 
more recently than that. Sometimes 
the rows were among themselves, and 
sometimes they were with the umpire. 
Often there ‘was positive bloodshed. 
More frequently there were hard blows 
without blood, many uncouth and _in- 
decent actions, and always much open 
profanity and insulting language. Both 
players and umpires have almost en- 
tirely “cut it out,”’ and are now for 
much the most part the same well or- 
dered set of people we find on the 
stage, in the office, behind the coun- 
ter and elsewhere.

Chicago, August 29.—''There will be 
no strike on the Rock Island as a re- 
sult of Mr. Easley’s cigarette embargo 
on his division,” said General Manager 
Meicher. of the Rock Island system, 
todav. “We have a general’rule that 
trainmen handling passengers must 
not smuke on duty, but we do not iIn- 
terfere with: their personal liberty. I 
see no reason why an employee should 
not smoke anything he wants off duty, 
where it does not injure him in pis 
character as an employee.”

HOW CARR LOST HIS LIFE 
BEFORE BROTHER'S EYES 


Augusta, Ga., August 29.--(Special.)— | 
In al] the long list of pathetic incidents 
that marked the worst disaster that has 
fallen Augusta tn all her history there 
is no sadder one than that begalling C. 
D. Carr, the well-known merchant, who 
saw his brother drown in the flood and 
wes powerless to aid him. He ig al- 


termble to see. Harry Carr, the man 
who lost hig life) was employed in the 
Nixon Grocery Company, and worked 
with the otherg to help move the stock, 
and was not apprehensive of danger 
until the fire broke “out. CC, D. Carr 
thus narrates the awful experience: 

“lI gaw my ‘brother leap from the 
burnine building into the rushing, roar- 
ing torrent of water. He was not 300 
feet away, and in the awful glare of 
the destructive fire he was plainly visi- 
ble as he splashed into the turbulent 
tide. I knew he could not swim, and 
that unless some miracle happened he 
could not be saved, for he was beyond 


forced to gaze upon such a scene.” 
_ ‘Harry McAuliffe, one of the young 
men in the Nixon warehouse, and the 
only one of the quartet who was saved, 
tells of the loss of Carr's life thus: 
“We worked through the day, and con- 
sidered Ourselves pretty safe until the 
fire broke out. Then we knew some- 
thing had.to be done. Harry Carr could 
not swim, and we gave him a rope, but 
almost as goon as he plunged into the 
current he was caught around a tele- 
graph pole and dragged under water. I 
worked with him for a while, but it 
was an impossible struggle, for human 
Strength could avail nothing. Finally, 
benumbed, I was caught up by a great 
rush of water and separated from all, 
There were half a dozen negroes with 
us, and they must have perished algo.

Fayetteville, N. C., August 29.—After 
reaching the unprecedented height of 
7! feet, the flood waters of the Capa 
river began to recede today, with a 
fall of abowt 6 inches an hour. By to- 
morrow the city is expected to be free 
from water. 

Tt is estimated that families were 


driven out of one hundred houses, 
while at ast 200 other houses were 
destroyed ®y water. Hundreds of peo- 


ple are suffering and a citizens’ meet- 
ing yesterday took steps to relieve 
them. A thousand dollars already has 
been subscribed, and the board of al- 
dermen has opened the city’s purse to 
any extent for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers. The Elks lodge voted $100 dol- 
lars to the relief fund.
